She said that as 
Willfam, the younger boy, was getting 
along well in his work, and Jane had 
a new position in a store, she could 
manage nicely. 


It took courage to say this, as much 


courage as she could muster, for John

anxious to help. 


In the case of John's mother, it 


gave financial aid till William was 
able to work again, found aaoiher po- 
sition for Jane, and vi'sitea and en- 
couraged the worried wpmah till her 
family affairs were straightened out. 
So in many cases it helps in various 
ways, keeping up the family courage 
till the soldiers return. 


No more important branch of the 


Red Cross exists, for unless the man 
away righting for his country knows 
that all is well with the ones back 
home, he loses heart and his efficiency 
is weakened.
